NEW YORK, June 15 —Dircussing trade

eenditions, the Iron Age will say today:
In place of any check of the upward ten-
dency in the {fron markets prices are still
rislng all along the lino and the feeling Is
growing more and more- nervous. Con-
sumption does not seem to be checked In
any direction; on the contrary, It Is a ques-
tlen more of delivery than of price. While
it Is true that the bulk of current business In
many lnes Is merely the coverlng of urgent
needs, it {8 equally true that a dispositipn
to take hold for next year's delivery at or
near present values Is developing, Tho
manner In which contracts are bheing cov-
ered for material for the balance of this
year indicates that consumers do not hope
for any receding of values. Where usually
contracts for g long seazon pre placed buy-
ors, however, are not disposed to go much
Into 1400, Thus the agricultural Imple-
ment makers huve bought heavily of bar,
merchant steel, malleable castlogs, ete., for
the balance of 1808, but agalnst thejr usual
custom they are not covering heyond that
period,

The scarcity of Bessemer plg contlnues

Rebullding the Town Promptly Taken
Up=I"romise of n Large
Gold Clean=Up.

IPORT TOWNSEND, Wash,, June 15—
The Upper Yukon tiver is now open for
navigation and the steamer Flora, which
left. Dawson May 25, arrived at White Horse
June 8. One of its passengers, Wiillam
. Allen of Seattle, who arrived on
steamer Al K, reports the Yulon riven open
for pavigation at Dawsono on May 17, nlne
diuys later than last year. The trip was
made without diffieulty until Lake Marsh
was renched, where the lce had to be cut
In order to get through. He reports forty-
two loaded scows at  Taglsh. Heiween
Tagishh and HDennpett fifly more scows were
passed, all loaded and bound for Dawson.

Since the big fire Dawson has been the
sceme of business activity; eawmills have
been running day and nlght, but have been
unahble to supply the demand for lumber,
Every man who can drive a nall has gecured
cmployment, The season wns somewhat
backward this year and og a result the clean-
up did not commence untl! a short time
before Allen started out.

“At least sixty killed and 200 wounded,"
eald he, gritting iz teeth; *“and they're
bringlog In wounded nlggers, too. ‘They
ought to be thrown In the river.”

It was better to walk, the
gunrd said, as Ita time of golng on was un-
certaln, The Utah battery was still In posl-
tlon, and a construction tralp, loaded with
ties, ralls and squared timber, was down
close to the Tuliahan bridge. Ia rear of It
were the inevitable frelght cars, with thelr
green litter crushed down by a number of
wounded—they were all Filipinos.

Over a part
of this trench ralls from the bridge had
twen lald, while ties, placed In the pit be-
low, were hurning flercely. This was sain
by a lame soldier to be a gridiron for the
